Indian Nationality 


(San Bernardino Telegram) 

Self-determination at last breaks out in the 
American Indian. The Senecas of New York 
State take their stand boldly for what might 
be called 100 per cent Indianism. They claim 
to be neither wards of the United States nor 
American titizens, but a separate, self-govern- 
ing nation, and want their, status recognized 
as such, Their case is now before the Su- 
preme Court at Washington. 

These Indians command respect, to say the 
least. They number today only 3,000 souls, 
with their once ample territory shrunk to 
50,000 acres. Half of them live in the Catta- 
raugus territory. They maintain that their 
land is no part of the territory of New York 
State or the United States, but a separate 
and independent sovereignty. 

They have always kept their own govern- 
ment, a government of chiefs chosen by the 
women of the several tribal divisions. It might 
be called a “‘matriarchy’’ with powers dele 
gated to men. Their system has been modi- 
fied to conform somewhat to the white man’s 
government, but it retains its essential In- 
@ian characteristics. The Seneeas say they 
have never accepted anything from the federal 
government, and want nothing from it now 
exeept recognition of their indepenjence.

Censtructive and Big 


(San Bernardino Sun) 

Upon his return from, the legislative session 
at Sacramento, Senator Ralph E. Swing was 
quoted in an interview in the Sun as to the 
important measures adopted by the lawmak- 
ers, and. listed first of all an appropriation 
of $25,000 for a survey of the Santa Ana 
River by the state engineer, with a view to 
conserving its wasted flood waters. Gover- 
nor Richardson approved the appropriation 
on the last day on which bills could be ap- 
proved, and it is therefore the law of the 
state, and at least three counties in Southern 
California are vitally interested. : 

By common consent, the growth of popula- 
tion in Southern California will be limited 
only by the ultimate water supply. That is 
to say, there will be all the people seeking 
homes here for whom there is space and do- 
mestic water, and there is more of the for- 
mer than the latter. But here at our very 
doors is a great stream of water largely run- 
ning to waste in the shape of winter floods. 
State engineers have already estimated, ac- 
cording to the recent article by Engineer A. 
L. Sonderegger, published in the Sun several 


' weeks ago, that there is a total run-off from 


these mountains of 585,700 acre feet, of which 
400,000 acre feet runs to the ocean. More 
than two-thirds of it gets away, and is wast- 
ed, so far as any beneficial use here in the 
valley it might serve. 

This, then, is the subject that the state's 
engineers wiil investigate. It is really our 
problem. The state is studying this for the 
benefit of San Bernardino, Riverside and 
Orange- Counties. If all this waste water 
could be saved, it would make it‘ possible to 
irrigate hundreds of thousands of acres of 
new land, and furnish a domestic supply for 
hundreds of thousands of new people. In one 
sense, it is more important to us than our 
share in the proposed Colorado River supply, 
although, ultimately, we will need and can 
use both. 

It is nat likely that mountain resérvoirs 
ean be found for all this flood. Indeed, it is 
quite certain such reservoir sites do not exist. 
Power corporations long since sent their engi- 
neers through the headwaters of the Santa 
Ana River, looking for dam sites, but such 
well-known engineers as F. C. Finkle report- 
ed there are no sites which would justify the 
eost of development, for power uses. But 
while they might not pay for power purposes, 
they might pay for irrigation uses or for do- 
mestic use, the latter confessedly able to pay 
more for water than any other user can af- 
ford. In no case is it likely that all or even 
half this waste water can de reservoired in 
the mountains, but it might be possible, be- 
tween mountain reservoirs and underground 
reservoirs in the va'icy, to save most of it 

The importance of the plan therefore ap- 
pears. We have long known that Senator 
Swing looked to the upper Santa Ana River 
as a possible source of domestic water for 
this city. Other authorities have not agreed 
with him, or at least have believed there were 
other supplies available at less cost. And per- 
haps the latter contention is thus far true. 
But the time is coming when we must have 
more water, and disregard the cost. The sur- 
vey of the Santa Ana River will exactly fit 
into that situation. It ought to advise us 
hoth as to possibility, feasibility and cost, and 
is therefore of the greatest importance to us 
as a city, looking forward to a population of 
100,000 or 150,000 within the next 30 years.

no rival for efficiency and endurance. Great 
claims are made for the Cyclone, which engi- 
neers hope may be justified, because it elimi- 
nates the extra weight needed for a water- 
cooled system, and in conflict eliminates pos- 
sibility of foreed landing due to puncture of 
the water jacket by bullets. The new motor. 
however, must stand rigid tests in sustained 
flight before it may even seek to displace the 
Liberty, super-excellence of which has been 
attested by the United States navy in its ape- 
cification of Liberty motors for the naval air- 
planes which will be used with the MacMillan 
Aretic expedition early this summer. This 
selection was made, as stated, not only be- 
cause of the familiarity of naval pilots with 
the type. but because the Liberty is the only 
motor which has withstood every test applied 
to it both as to efficiency and endurance, and 
for the reason that tests have been mere se- 
Were, varied and runvang over the longest 
period of time.

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Playgrounds Worth Cost 


(Christian Science Monitor) 

Not without considerable basis in observ- 
able facts, anxiety is expressed in these days 
lest the energy and eagerness displayed by 
Americans to material success and prosperity 
are leading to an exaggeration and overde- 
velopment of the utilitarian side of life and to 
a@ consequent deterioration in the national 
character. When evidence is furnished, there- 
fore, that side by side with the rush for ma- 
terial advancement, even in a community 
that is particularly famed for its industrial 
achievements, the less tangible, higher and 
finer things of life are being cultivated with 
increasing attention, fears for the future of 
the United States are lessened and hope for 
the devlopment of an advancing civilization 
is enhaneed. Co: ticut, the home of *‘ wood- 
en nutmegs,’’ of “‘Yankee notions,’’ of har4- 
ware, firearms and munitions of war, gives 
interesting testimony of this kind in the fig- 
ures of its playground activities for 1924. 

A community that provides liberally for 
means of play. and recreation for its children 
shows that it appreciates that there is more 
to life than piling up dollars, and that even 
from the ‘‘practieal’’ point of view there is 
profound truth im the old saw: ‘‘All work 
and no play makes Jack a dull boy.”’ Con- 
necticut, in 1924, helped its young ‘‘Jacks’’— 
and its ‘“‘Jills,’’ teo—to avoid dullness by 
maintaining 250 play and recreation areas in 
23 towns, 45 more than were reported five 
years before, according to a report of the 
Recreation Association of America just is- 
sued.

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Annexation of Canada _ ' 


(G. Harry Waite, in Pomona Bulletin) 

It’s a weary long time since anybody on 
this side of the water has thought it worth 
while to talk about the annexation of Canada 
to the United States. 

But now the subject has been revived, ac- 
cording to English press reports, which as- 
sure their English readers that the Canadians 
know perfectly well that if they wanted to be 
independent or join the United States they 
would only have to say so. 

This seems to be a fairly accurate state- 
ment of the case, though the actual process 
of separation (if it ever came) might not be 
as simple as it sounds. 

The British writérs seem to think such a 
separation is surely coming, and they say 
the only way that England can prevent it is 
to set up a tide of emigration into Canada. 
If 200,000 Englishmen come over to Canaija 
every-year for the next 50 years they believe 
the dominion may be saved to the empire. 

Well, such an emigration would be a good 
thing for Canada and a good thing for Eng- 
land. But we don’t believe it is necessary for 
the mother country to pack the dominion 
with Englishmen in order to keep it in the 
British society of nations or whatever the new 
name is for the grown-up children of the old 
empire. : 

It may be true, as stated, that two and a 
half billion dollars of American money are 
now invested in Canada. Certainly it is true 
that the commercial imterests of the two coun- 
tries are drawing them eloser together. 

But it doesn’t follow from this that annexa- 
tion is bound to result. Frankly, we are un- 
able to see it. The Canadians certainly don’t 
want it. And until they do it’s not an issue 
that properly concerns anybody on this side 
of the line.

Location Is 
Not Excelled 

Upland is served by a superb transportation system, being on the 
Main line of both the Pacific Plectric and Santa Fe railways and with 
paved automobile boulevards leading to all points in the Southland. 
Mountains are but a few minutes distant and beaches are but a short 
drive away. 

For 30 miles both east and west stretches Southern California’s 
famous citrus belt with Upland almost at its geographical center. Such 
@ focation might well be one selected deliberately as a superior resi- 
dential city in every respect, and such it is. To the north towers Mt. 
San Antonio, affectionately known to millions as “Old Baldy,” its huge 
@ome wrapped in a mantle of snow and its numerous canyons furnishing 
an unfailing supply of pure mountain water. Here is one of Southern 
California’s principal resort regions, which is reached through Upland, 
nd is but a 30-minute drive from the heart of the business district. 
Homes Are Built 
In Foothills 

The residential district of the city embraces San Antonio heights to 
the north and is in reality built on the very foothills of “Old Baldy.” Here 
Beautiful California homes are set amid the ever-verdant orange and 
Jemon groves surrounded with miles of fragrant rose hedges. What a 
g@ight this is to the easterner when he drives for hours along wide boule- 
‘vards, shaded with the perpetual green foliage of the palm, pepper 
@nd acacia. 

North and south through the center of the city runs the famous Euclid 
Avenue, a double boulevard 200 feet wide, seven miles long, with a srtip 
f green parking lined with trees in the center. This famous drive ex- 
tends almost from the outskirts of Chino to the south to the foothills of 
“Old Baldy” on the north. It is famed far and wide as one of the famous 
@rives of the Southland and well deserves its reputation.

Here match shoots are held weekly, with many of America's 
best marksmen participating. 

Climatic conditions are ideal for the growing of both oranges and 
lemons, with a large part of the citrus land located in the frostless ‘belt. 
Over 6,000 acres of citrus fruits are now in full bearing and additional 
acreage is rapidly reaching maturity. 

Citrus Fruits 
Bring Revenue 

Approximately 60 per cent of the output is made up of the 
famous Washington Navel orange. The bulk of the remaining citrus 
output, or 25 per cent of the total district crop, is composed of lemons. 

Twelve packing houses are required to handle this crop. Included in 
these are seven houses of the California Fruit Growers Exchange. 

In Upland is located the office of the.O. K. Fruit Exchange. This 
organization distributes and sells the output of this 13,000-acre district 

in the various citrus markets of this nation and abroad. 

Upland's average output of citrus fruit will total 4,000 to 4,500 cars. 
The high northern slopes of the city produce 1,000 cars of lemons each 
yéar. The Upland lemon is known both for its size and high percentage 
of juice content. 

Other Products 
Are Shinped 

Deciduous orchards and vineyards are also found in the district, the 
territory to the east being about equally divided between citrus groves 
and vineyards. The income from these industries naturally gravitates 
to Upland. 

Upland stands at the forefront in its educational advantages. Three 
grammar schools provide superior training from the kindergarten through 
th» eighth grade. Music, art, needlework, cooking, and manual training 
are included in the regular curriculum. The buildings are modern and 
are surrounded by plenty of ground for lawns and playgrounds. 

Schools Are 
Far Famed 

The Chaffey Union High School, which serves Upland and many 
other communities in the western portion of the county, is located 
on Euclid Avenue a few blocks south of the Upland business district.

in the hospitals of the few large cities. 

The religious fife of the community is well served by a number of 
flourishing churches with practically all leading denominations repre- 
sented. 

Active Chamber 
Boosts Progress 

In the civic and social spheres Upland may well boast of its vanguard 
position. The Upland. Chamber of Commerce is one of the most active in 
the country and projects sponsored by it are sure to find able backers in 
the Upland Business Men’s Association, Rotary and Lions clubs, Business 
Women’s Club, and American Legion. 

An endowed library located in the center of a park is but a step from 


‘the business district. Here during the summer months evening band 


concerts are a weekly event. The Upland climate is so tempered that 
the hundreds of attendants at these events are never required to wear 
more than the lightest of wraps. 

Socially Upland again lays undisputed claim to its title as a “home 
city.” The Upland. Woman’s Club has a membership of over 109, while 
the organization of business women has a like number of active members, 
There are numerous lodge organizations for both men and women, prac- 
tically all of the nationally known fraternal bodies being represented. 

There are a number of social and neighborhood clubs, a strong Parent- 
Teacher Association, and literary circles.. The country club is a com- 
munity social center. Children’s organizations are found and community 
work is sponsored by the service clubs. 

These are but a few of the reasons why Upland has grown steadily 
from its inception 40 years ago until today the city has a population 
of 4,500. 

The business district of the city is thoroughly modern and reflecte 
the enterprise of its merchants in its metropolitan character.

land trails. This boulevard is 100 feet >ide and is 
bordered by hundreds of homes in the stretch pass- 
ing through Upland. 

Next in importance to the Foothill Boulevard 
among the east and west thoroughfares are Highland 
Avenue and Tenth Street, the former the famous 
boulevard which skirts the mountains from San 
Bernardino to Upland, and the latter a main branch 
of the Foothill Boulevard. Work is now underway on 
the Arrow Highway, which will parallel the Foothill 
Boulevard on the south and will be another arterial 
highway from San Bernardino to the coast. This new 
boulevard will carry a large part of the transcon- 
tinental travel from the Ocean to Ocean Highway, 
Sunkist Trail, Bankhead Highway, and other south- 
ern routes.
